social  meetings  and  a  reference  library,  occasional  ex-

porations, and  recorded  in  this  office. 
Now,  THEREFORE,  I,  HENRY  B.  PEiRCE,  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  do  hereby  certify 
that  said  C.  Guild,  W,  C,  Burrage,  J.  P.  Woodbury,

CONSTITUTION 

I 

Name 

THE  title  of  this  Club  shall  be  The  Club  of 
Odd  Volumes. 

II 

Objects 

This  Club  is  formed  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
literary  and  artistic  tastes,  establishing  and  main- 
taining a  place  for  social  meetings  and  a  reference 
library,  providing  occasional  exhibits  of  a  special 
and  instructive  charader,  and  publishing  rare  prints 
and  books  relating  to  historical  and  literary  matters. 

Ill 
Membership 

1.  Candidates  for  membership  shall  be  at  least 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  men  sincerely  inter- 
ested in  the  objeds  named.  Any  person  duly  eleded 
a  member  shall,  upon  accepting  his  eledion  in  writ- 
ing, and  paying  his  admission  fee  and  assessment 
for  the  current  half  year,  become  thenceforth  en- 
titled to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  member- 
ship, provided  such  ads  shall  be  performed  within 
sixty  days  from  the  date  of  such  eledion. 

2.  Persons  eleded  members  of  the  Club  during 
the  months  of  June  and  December  shall  not  be  re- 
quired to  pay  the  assessment  for  the  current  half 
year. 

3.  The  number  of  members,  resident  and  non-resi- 
dent, at  any  one  time,  shall  not  exceed  fifty-one. 
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IV 

Government 

1.  The  Officers  of  the  Club  shall  be  a  President,  a 
Clerk  and  Treasurer,  and  Nine  Diredors,  who  shall 
constitute  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Club. 
They  shall  be  eleded  at  the  Annual  Meeting  in 
December,  and  shall  hold  office  from  the  first  day 
of  January  following,  and  until  their  successors  are 
eleded  and  have  accepted  office. 

The  President  and  Clerk  and  Treasurer  shall  be 
eleded  for  a  term  of  one  year.  At  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing in  1903  three  Diredors  shall  be  eleded  for  a 
term  of  one  year,  three  Diredors  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  and  three  Diredors  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
and  thereafter  at  each  Annual  Meeting  three  Di- 
redors shall  be  eleded  for  a  term  of  three  years,  to 
fill  the  vacancies  then  occurring  in  said  office.  Upon 
the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  a  Diredor  shall 
not  be  eligible  for  reeledion  for  one  year  thereafter. 
The  President,  or  in  his  absence  one  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
Club. 

2.  The  offices  of  Clerk  and  Treasurer  may  be  held 
by  one  person. 

3.  If  the  office  of  the  President  or  of  the  Clerk  or 
Treasurer  becomes  vacant,  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee shall  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Club  to  fill 
such  vacancy.  If  any  other  vacancy  shall  occur,  the 
Executive  Committee  may  fill  the  same. 


BY-LAWS 

I 

Clerk  and  Treasurer 

1 .  The  Clerk  shall  give  notice  by  mail  of  all  Meet- 
ings of  the  Club ;  he  shall  notify  members  of  all 
persons  eleded,  and  such  persons  of  their  eledion ; 
he  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  the  Club's  official 
documents,  condu6t  its  correspondence,  and  keep 
the  Records  and  Minutes  of  the  Meetings. 

2.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  colled- 
ing  and  custody  of  the  funds  of  the  Club  and  their 
disbursement,  under  the  diredion  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  shall  keep  an  account  thereof  and 
exhibit  the  same  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 

II 

Executive  Committee 

1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  man- 
agement and  control  of  the  affairs  of  the  Club  and 
its  property,  including  the  supervision  of  all  publi- 
cations issued  by  the  Club,  but  shall  have  no  power 
to  contrad  any  debt  in  the  name  of  the  Club  be- 
yond an  amount  that  may  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer,  except  it  be  authorized  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present  at  a  regular  meeting, 
notice  by  mail  of  the  desired  appropriation  having 
been  given  by  the  Clerk  to  each  member  seven 
days  in  advance  of  said  meeting. 

2.  The  names  of  all  candidates  proposed  for  ad- 
mission shall  be  received  and  aded  upon  by  this 
Committee. 

3.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Li- 
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Ill 
Librarian 

1.  The  Librarian  shall  have  the  charge  of  all  books, 
papers,  prints,  manuscripts  or  publications  of  the 
Club,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  provide  for  the  purchase,  acceptance 
and  safe  keeping  of  the  same. 

2.  No  article,  with  the  custody  of  which  the  Libra- 
rian is  charged,  shall  be  removed  from  the  Club 
Rooms  without  the  consent  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  no  pidure,  ornament  or  work  of  art 
shall  be  placed  in  the  Club  Rooms,  except  by  the 
consent  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

IV 

Election  of  Members 

1.  Whenever  any  person  shall  be  proposed  for 
membership,  written  application  must  be  made  by 
a  member  of  the  Club  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, subscribed  by  him,  setting  forth  the  name 
and  place  of  residence  of  the  person  proposed  and 
the  date  of  such  proposal.  If  the  Committee  shall 
unanimously  accept  him  as  a  suitable  person  for 
membership,  due  notice  of  the  same  shall  be  given 
to  the  Clerk. 

2.  The  eledion  shall  take  place  at  a  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  Club,  notice  by  mail  of  the  candidate's 
name  and  that  of  the  member  proposing  the  same 
having  been  given  by  the  Clerk  to  each  member 
seven  days  in  advance  of  said  meeting. 

3.  All  eledions  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  a  single  black 
ball  shall  constitute  a  rejection. 

4.  No  candidate  who  shall  have  been  rejeded  shall 
be  again  proposed  within  six  months. 
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V 

Non-Resident  and  Honorary  Members 

1.  Persons  having  no  residence  or  place  of  busi- 
ness in  Boston  or  within  twenty-five  miles  there- 
from may  be  admitted  to  membership  in  the  Club 
upon  the  payment  of  one  half  the  rates  of  admission 
fees  and  annual  assessments,  provided  that  when 
such  non-resident  member  shall  cease  to  belong  to 
that  class  by  change  of  residence  or  place  of  busi- 
ness, he  shall  thereupon  be  liable  to  pay  the  residue 
of  the  admission  fee,  and  thereafter  to  pay  full  an- 
nual assessments. 

Non-resident  members  shall  have  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  resident  members,  except  that  they 
shall  not  be  eligible  for  office,  and  in  the  event  of 
a  dissolution  of  the  Club  the  interest  of  a  non-resi- 
dent member  in  its  property,  effeds  and  assets  shall 
be  a  half  share  only. 

2.  Honorary  members  to  the  number  of  five  may 
be  admitted  to  the  Club  in  the  manner  provided 
for  the  eledion  of  members.  They  shall  be  exempt 
from  admission  fees  and  annual  assessments,  shall 
have  no  vote  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Club,  nor 
any  interest  in  its  property,  but  shall  be  entitled  to 
subscribe  to  the  Club  publications. 

VI 

Admission  Fees  and  Annual  Assessments 

1.  There  shall  be  an  admission  fee  of  twenty-five 
dollars  and  an  annual  assessment  of  twenty-five 
dollars  paid  by  each  member. 

2.  The  annual  assessment  shall  be  payable  one  half 
on  the  first  day  of  January,  and  one  half  on  the  first 
day  of  July.  Due  notice  by  mail  of  the  same  shall 
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be  given  to  each  member  by  the  Treasurer,  and  the 
name  of  any  member  delinquent  on  the  first  day 
of  March  and  September  respe6tively  shall  be  re- 
ported by  the  Treasurer  to  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, for  such  adion  as  it  may  deem  expedient;  and 
the  Committee  may  declare  the  membership  of  such 
delinquent  member  forfeited. 

VII 

Resignations 

1.  Any  member  may  resign  from  the  Club  after 
payment  of  all  dues  by  giving  written  notice  to  the 
Executive  Committee.  Upon  the  death  or  resigna- 
tion of  a  member  all  his  right,  title  and  interest  in 
the  property  of  the  Club  shall  vest  in  the  Club. 

2.  Resignations  must  be  made  on  or  before  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  or  the  thirtieth  day  of 
June,  or  the  member  will  be  liable  for  the  dues 
of  the  ensuing  half  year. 

VIII 

Forfeiture  of  Membership 

1.  Any  two  members  may  present  to  the  Executive 
Committee  written  charges  subscribed  by  them- 
selves against  any  other  member,  and  if  it  shall  ap- 
pear to  the  Executive  Committee  on  inquiry,  after 
notice  to  the  member  so  charged  and  an  opportu- 
nity given  him  to  be  heard  in  his  defence,  that  his 
condu6t  has  endangered  or  is  likely  to  endanger  the 
good  order,  welfare  or  charader  of  the  Club,  or  is 
at  variance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws,  the  Executive  Committee  may 
by  vote  of  two  thirds  of  its  members  declare  his 
membership  forfeited. 
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2.  A  forfeiture  shall  operate  to  vest  in  the  Club  all 
right,  title  and  interest  of  such  expelled  member 
in  and  to  the  property,  effeds  and  assets  thereof 

IX 

Nomination  and  Election  of  Officers 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Club  in  November, 
a  Committee  of  three  members  shall  be  chosen  to 
nominate  candidates  for  office  for  the  ensuing  year. 
The  Committee  shall  report  to  the  Clerk,  and  he 
shall  send  a  list  by  mail  of  the  candidates  nomi- 
nated to  each  member  seven  days  before  the  An- 
nual Meeting;  all  eledions  of  officers  shall  be  by 
ballot ;  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present 
shall  constitute  an  eledion. 

X 

Meetings 

1 .  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Club  shall  be  held 
on  the  fourth  Wednesday  of  each  month,  except- 
ing June,  July,  August  and  September,  at  such  place 
as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee. 
The  December  meeting  shall  be  the  Annual  Meeting 
and  shall  be  held  in  Boston  on  the  fourth  Wednes- 
day in  December  at  eight  o'clock  p.m. 
The  order  of  business  at  Annual  Meetings  shall  be 
as  follows: 

1 .  Reading  Minutes  of  the  preceding  Meeting, 

2.  Report  of  Executive  Committee. 

3.  Report  of  the  Clerk  and  treasurer, 

4.  Report  of  Committees, 

5.  Report  of  Librarian. 

6.  Ele^Hon  of  Officers, 

7.  Any  other  business. 
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2.  Should  a  regular  meeting  or  the  Annual  Meeting 
fall  upon  a  legal  holiday,  said  meeting  shall  be  held 
at  such  time  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  ap- 
point. 

3.  At  all  meetings  of  the  Club,  ten  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transadion  of  business. 
Any  member  may  invite  a  guest  to  a  meeting  of 
the  Club,  except  on  occasions  when  this  privilege 
is  suspended  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

4.  The  Executive  Committee,  five  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum,  shall  hold  meetings  from  time 
to  time  at  the  call  of  its  Chairman,  and  in  the  event 
of  his  failure  to  convene  the  same  the  meeting  may 
be  called  by  any  two  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

XI 

Absence 

A  member  who  intends  to  be  absent  from  the  country 
for  one  or  more  calendar  years  may,  on  giving  notice 
to  the  Executive  Committee,  be  discharged  from 
liability  for  half  his  dues  during  such  absence. 

XII 

Dissolution  of  the  Club 

The  Club  may  dissolve  by  a  resolution  passed  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  members,  voting  at  a 
meeting  specially  called  for  the  purpose,  notice  hav- 
ing been  given  thirty  days  in  advance. 

XIII 

Alterations  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 

Alterations  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  may 
be  made  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  pre-

sent  at  any  regular  meeting,  provided  notice  of  the 
proposed  alterations  shall  have  been  given  at  the 
previous  regular  meeting,  and  provided,  also,  that 
a  notice  by  mail  of  the  proposed  alterations  shall 
have  been  sent  by  the  Clerk  to  each  member  at 
least  seven  days  before  the  time  assigned  for  ading 
thereon.
